DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Senator Stanford’s Views In R elation to 
a Successor to H earst- 
W ashixgton, Ju ly 20th.—The proclam a­ 
tion o f Governor Stonem an, convening the 
California Legislature iu extra session, be­ 
ginning to-day, has provoked considerable 
discussion as to the right o f the Legislature 
to elect a United Slates Senator to till the 
vacancy occasioned by the death o f Senator 
M iller and now filled’by Senator Hearst, by 
reason of appointm ent by Governor Stonc- 
m an. T he Constitution o f California pro­ 
vides that when the Legislature of the State 
is convened on extraordinaryoccasions.it 
shall have no power to legislate on any 
subjects other than those specified in the 
proclamation o f the Governor calling such 
extra session. 
Article 1 o f Section l> o f the 
Constitution o f the U nited States, relating 
to the Senate, sa y s; 
'* If vacancies happen, by resignation or 
otherwise, during a recess o f the Legisla­ 
ture of any State, the Executive thereof 
m ay m ake temporary f.ppointm euts until 
the next m eeting of the Legislature, w hich 
shall then fill such vacancies.” 
Section If! o f the Revised Statutes o f the 
United States provides: 
“ W henever on the m eeting of the Leg­ 
islature of any State, a vacancy exists in the 
representation o f such State in the Senate, 
the Legislature sh all proceed on the second 
Tuesday after the m eeting and organization 
to fill such vacancy in the m anner pre­ 
scribed in the preceding section for the 
election o f a Senator lor the full term .” 
Section 18 of the Revised Statutes says : 
“ It shall bejthe duty o f the E xecutive of 
the Stale from w hich any Senator lias been 
chosen, to certify h is election under the 
seal of the State to the President of the 
Senate o f the United States.” 
Governor Stonem an has called an extra 
session of the California Legislature, which 
convenes to-day. 
T he election of a Sena­ 
tor is not included in the Governor's pro­ 
clam ation. 
The question is whether, not­ 
withstanding this fact, it w ill not be the 
duty of the Legislature to proceed and 
elect a Senator. 
T he Senate is judge o f the 
qualifications o f its own members, and in 
ail cases in which there has been a conflict 
between the Constitution o f a State and 
that of the United States, decisions have 
been in accordance with the latter. 
Senator Stanford says he had no doubt 
that it would be the duty o f the California 
Legislature convened in extra session to 
elect a successor to Mr. Hearst. 
lie be­ 
lieved that the Constitution and Revised 
Statutes o f tho United States would adm it 
o f no other action by that body, and a 
neglect o f it w ould be a clear violation of 
these requirem ents. 
Ho also said the most 
prom inent Republican candidates would 
be M. M. Estce, ex-Governor Perkins and 
ex-Senator Sargent. 
Representative M cKenna said that w hile 
the Constitution of the State provides that 
at a special session the Legislature should 
have no power to net upon matters not set 
forth in the proclam ation, the election of a 
Senator was not a legislative act, and both 
the Constitution o f the United States and 
the statutes o f Congress required that a 
successor to Mr. H earst be chosen, now 
that tho Legislature is in session. 
Repre­ 
sentative H enley expressed sim ilar views. 
H e said he had given som e attention to the 
legal points involved, and he was clearly 
o f the opinion that it would be incum bent 
upon the Legislature to chose a Senator at 
this extra session. 
Congressman Morrow holds the sam e 
opinion. 
H e said h e thought the duty of 
the Legislature in the prem ises was clear, 
the State Constitution to the contrary not­ 
withstanding. 
H e cited the case o f Mr. 
Cullom , o f Illinois, who was elected Sena­ 
tor w hile Governor, which is prohibited by 
the Constitution o f Illinois. 
But as the 
United States Constitution contains no such 
restriction the Senate held his election to 
be perfectly valid. 
Mr. H earst’s paper has 
been one of the strongest advocates o f the 
extra session. 
It would bo a curious coin­ 
cidence if the session which his paper has 
urged the Governor to call, should result 
in his being ousted from the seat he holds 
in the Senate. 
D e s titu te In d ia n s G ro w in g D esp era to . 
St. P u t ,, July 20th.— By invitation, 
Bishop W hipple this m orning addressed 
the St. Paul Chamber o f Commerce in be­ 
half of the Indians at Leach Lake and 
YVinnebago City, northern M innesota. 
In 
1880 it was thought necessary to build res­ 
ervoirs at the headwaters of the M ississippi 
river, and after Congress had passed the 
law the Attorney-General's opinion was so­ 
licited, and in his opinion he declared the 
Governm ent had no authority to overflow 
lands belonging to the Indians, or to take 
material from them . 
Notwithstanding this 
opinion, dams have been erected, their an ­ 
nuities have expired, their crops o f wild 
rice and sugar and their supply o f fish have 
been com pletely destroyed, and they have 
no means of subsistence. 
T he Indians are 
in want now, and are growing desperate. 
Through the efforts o f tlicir friends they 
have been so far peaceable, hut during the 
winter no one need be surprised if the Gov­ 
ernm ent works are ruined by m en m ade 
desperate 
by 
hunger and 
want. 
The 
Bishop, in visiting the country, met a party 
o f Leech Lake Indians starting fresh fires 
between Cass lake and Red luke. 
H e in ­ 
quired of the Indians what it was for. and 
was told it was in retaliation, doing to 
w hite people w hat w hite people had done 
to 
them — destroying 
their 
property. 
W hether the Chamber voted to use their 
endeavors toward influencing the Govern­ 
m ent to right the wrongs done the Indians 
is not known. 
Storm* In th e Flint. 
Chicago. July 20th.—A severe wind, rain 
and hail storm began last evening near 
P ine Bluff, W yom ing, extending six m iles 
east and two m iles west of that place. 
It 
blew down thirtj* telegraph poles, caused a 
washout on the U nion Pacific track and 
unroofed several houses, but hurt no per­ 
sons.

and heavy-eyed; Mrs. Crawford was cool 
and collected, breaking the tedium of the 
technical evidence by a scries of lift e yawns 
and twirlings of the handkerchief; at the 
sam e tim e site consulted a m iniature diary 
and occasionally whispered to Mr. Lewis 
ami chatted sm ilingly with her sister. T he 
evidence of the servants tended to show 
that D ilke ordered the housem aids to be on 
the staircase as seldom as possible, because 
h e disliked to see them . 
Shaut. the coach­ 
man, said he frequently drove D ilke to the 
house in Y oung street, the visits usually 
lasting a quarter of an hour. 
Once he saw 
D ilke and a lady through the window . 
They were only sitting and talking. Three 
secretaries testified that they never saw 
lady visitors at Dilke’s house. 
One said he 
had refreshed h is m emory as to dates by 
reference to “ H ansard.” Justice Ilaunen 
interposing said that “ H an sard ” was not 
a book recognized by the Court. 
Madame Dessoulavy, a native o f X eu- 
cbatel, was a difficult witness. She did not 
remember whether she was married in 187-J 
or 18117. 
She had kept a cigar store in 
M ontpelier place, but had forgotten w hether 
it was in 1S73 or 1863 that sh e had kept it. 
She had let lodgings, but was not able to 
give the nam e of anybody who had ever 
stayed over night. 
Sir Charles Dilke, she 
said, only called once a vear. 
She never 
saw Virginia Crawford. 
Q ic had engaged 
“F anny” as a servant. 
W itness said she 
was form erly in Sir Citarles D ilk e’s service 
and was now pensioned. 
Mrs. Robertson deposed that Captain 
Foster had called at her house and told 
V irginia Crawford that he was ordered to 
Egypt, and that Mrs. Crawford wept. W it­ 
ness also said that Mrs. Crawford had once 
told her that she (Mrs. Crawford) had on 
two occasions slept in Sir Charles D ilke’s 
house. 
W itness besought Mrs. Crawford 
to rupture her relations with Dilke.

THE ELECTION OF A SENATOR. 


We have, after mature deliberation and 
a thorough examination of the question, 
which was in most respects a new one, 
arrived at the judgment that the Legisla­ 
ture may elect a Senator to displace Mr. 
Hearst, that it should do so, and that it is 
in duty hound to so proceed. The pro­ 
visions of the Constitution of the United 
States on the subject of appointment are: 
Article I., Section 3. 
* * * If vacancies 
happen by resignation or otherwise during the 
recess of the Legislature of any State, the Ex­ 
ecutive thereof may make temporary appoint­ 
ments until the next meeting of the Legislature, 
which shall (ill Buch vacancies. 
Section 4. The times, places and m anner of 
holdiDg elections for Senators and Representa­ 
tives shall bo prescribed in each State by the 
Legislature thereof: but the Congress may at 
any time, by law, make or alter such regula­ 
tions, etc. 
Under this authority, Congress has 
enacted as follows : 
[Revised Statutes, Trille II. p. 3, Section 16]— 
Whenever, on the meeting of the Legislature of any 
State, a vacancy exists in the representation of 
such State in the Senate, the Legislature shall 
proceed, on the second Tuesday after meeting 
and organization, to elect a person to till such 
vacancy in the m anner prescribed In the pre­ 
ceding section for the election of a Senator for a 
full term. 
The State of California has legislated 
upon the subject as follows in the Penal 
Code, though it cuts no special figure in the 
case since Congress has legislated on the 
subject: 
Section 1332. Elections for Senators in Con­ 
gress for full terms must be held at the regular 
session of the Legislature next preceding the 
commencement of the term to be filled. 
Section 1333. Elections to fill a vacancy- in the 
term of a United States Senator mi st be hfld at 
the session of the Legislature next succeeding 
the occurrence of such vacancy. 
The authority to convene the legisla­ 
ture in extra session is conferred on the 
Governor by the Constitution of Califor- 


Article V., Section !>. He mav on extraordi­ 
nary occasions convene the legislature by 
proclamation, stating the purposes for which he 
tins convened i t ; and when thus convened it 
shall have no power to legislate on any subjects 
other than those specified In the proclamation, 
but may provide for tne expenses of the session 
and other m atters incident thereto. 
Here now we have all the law there is 
on the subject, except as to the formula or 
method of election. 
It will lie observed that the limitation 
of the Legislature under a call of the Gov­ 
ernor is that it shall not “ legislate." on 
any subject other than specified in the 
call. 
But the election of a Senator is not leg­ 
islation ; it is not making law s; reading 
and passing hills; it requires no approval 
by the Executive: does not demand a ma­ 
jority vote of each House. 
The memliers of the Legislature are 
sworn to support the Constitution of the 
United States. That provides that vacan­ 
cies may be filled by appointment until the 
next meeting of the legislature. The pres­ 
ent session of the Legislature is its next 
meeting after the occurrence o í the vacancy 
The temporary appointment of George 
Ilearst therefore properly terminated on the 
assembling of the Legislature. Observe, it 
is not provided that it shall be the next 
regular meeting. 
Under the rule of con­ 
struction the omission must be taken to 
have been affirmatively purposeful, and 
therefore, the provision must he read as if 
it ran, “ the next meeting, regular or 
special.” 
It is added, by this same authority, that 
at this “ next meeting” the legislature shall 
fill the vacancy. 
This is an imperative 
mandate, and legislators under their oaths 
must obey it. 
But the State itself has 
confirmed this view by legislation as above 
quoted from the Political Code, by provid­ 
ing that elections for full terms must lie 
held at regular ses-ion*, while immediately 
in the next section the words regular session 
are omitted, and it is provided that a va­ 
cancy must be filled at the session next suc­ 
ceeding the occurrence of the vacancy. So 
the State mandate is added to that of 
the Federal law. and the obligation is 
doubly binding on the members to pro­ 
ceed to elect Tuesday, the 3d of August, 
since Congress, as above demonstrated, has 
exercised its constitutional right and by 
“Act provided that whenever, on the meet­ 
ing of the Legislature, a vaeauey exists, 
the houses shall proceed to elect in the 
manner prescribed for election for a full 
term. 
And we have shown that a vacancy 
will exist August 3d, if the Legislature is 
then in session, when George Hearst’s 
brief and inglorious temporary appoint­ 
ment expires. There can be maintaiaad 
no quibble that this is not a session of the 
Legislature, nor a meeting. The terms 
are synonymous. A session is a meeting, 
and a meeting is a session. Clearly, on 
the meeting of the 
Legislature 
next 
January Mr. Hearst’s term would have ex­ 
pired had the present session not been 
.called. 
But the present meeting just as 
effectually terminates Mr. Hearst’s Sena­ 
torial career, and we shall after Tuesday, 
August 3d, have hut one Senator at Wash­ 
ington, whether the Legislature does its 
duty and elects, or disregards it and re­ 
fuses to do so, except the Governor again 
fills the vacancy. 
It is not necessary to 
cite as a precedent the case of the Indiana 


1 Legislature which elected Governor Mor­ 
ton to the United States Senate at an ex­ 
tra session, called for a sj>ecific legislative 
purpose and limited to that. 
In that case 
the United States Senate confirmed the 
a -tion of the Legislature. 
We cannot see 
how an election can be avoided, except by 
tiie adjournment of the Legislature prior 
to August 3d. 
Mr. Hearst holds by ap­ 
pointment by Executive authority derived 
from the Constitution of the United States 
until the next meeting of the Legislature^ 
not until his successor is elected, for the 
Legislature may prefer, by adjournment, 
to leave a vacancy for the Governor to 
again fill. 
The same instrument termi­ 
nates that authority. It cannot be availed 
of for one purpose and honestly avoided 
for another. 
If the houses are in session 
Tuesday, August 3d, they must, the mem­ 
bers regarding the oaths, proceed to choose 
a United States Senator to fitly fill the 
vacancy.

IS THESE “ SLICKENS” IN IT! 


The friends of the irrigation movement 
have issued addresses and proposed hills to 
the Legislature, and amendments to the 
Constitution for action by the people. 
In 
Convention they adopted declarations and 
set up a platform. 
But in one respect 
there is 
apparent inharmonv between 
them, and it is one of vital importance to 
the people of the Sacramento valley, as 
we shall presently show: 
The people of 
this section are not so immediately in the 
atmosphere of the irrigation question as are 
our friends of the south. They do not, 
therefore, manifest so much of enthusiasm 
or concern regarding it, though they feel 
a profound interest in the questions in­ 
volved in present debate, and are not at 
all insensible to the force of the argu­ 
ments advanced on both sides. 
But when 
the vital question of the navigability of 
the chief waterway of the State is touched; 
when the questions of its integrity, its 
preservation or its decadence are involved, 
they are found radically and justly sensi­ 
tive. 
Some years ago, when the question of 
the preservation of the river lands, and 
of the river itself, from destruction threat­ 
ened by unchecked flow of mining debris 
was uppermost, our friends of the south 
utterly failed to enthuse. 
We found it 
very difficult to make them understand it 
as a State question. They mildly expressed 
sympathy for us, and hoped onr appeal 
to the Courts would result 
favorably 
to the valley. 
But they were frank 
to say 
that they 
were not in 
the 
atmosphere of the issue and could not 
feel” concerning it as did, and still do, 
this people. Now, however, when there is 
not immediate and tumultuous shouting 
in this part of the State over their especial 
subject of enthusiasm, they lose their tem­ 
pers, and 
fail to understand why de­ 
liberation, calm and study, out of which 
alone wise judgments flow, prevail here 
nstead of hot enthusiasm, such as is na" 
1 
k 
turally enough felt at the south concerning 
this important subject of adapting our 
legislation to the physical needs of the 
State. 
In this situation, therefore, perhaps the 
promoters of the present methods will ex­ 
plain it is by inadvertence only that 
in the proposed hills and amendments as 
published, 
the 
words 
“ unnavigable 
streams” 
are 
omitted 
and “ natural 
streams" appear, whereas in the late Con­ 
vention, in the addresses of the Executive 
Committee of the Convention, and in 
other and very latest official utterances, 
the qualifying word “ unnavigable” ap­ 
pears before “ streams?” 
Our people are 
jealous of any possible complications that 
may lose to them any part of the ground 
they have gained in the State and Federal 
Courts, and that assures to them the su­ 
preme right to have the Sacramento river 
flow free of artificially injected slickens, 
and to remain an open highway for the 
commercial use of all the people of the 
Union. The people of this valley, who 
have so long and against such mighty 
odds fought out the battle of defense of 
the navigable stream that bears our inland 
commerce for hundreds of miles upon its 
bosom, are naturally suspicious of an 
omission in the proposed laws of qualify­ 
ing words that apjiear in all the resolutions, 
speeches and committee addresses and Con­ 
vention resolutions of the irrigation party. 
We do not believe that any action by 
the State in the line indicated can effect 
harm to the navigability of the river, ex­ 
cept by the silent acquiescence of the Fed­ 
eral Government, and that is not likely to 
be given. 
This great artery of the valley 
business system it was some time ago pro­ 
posed to partly divert for private irriga­ 
tion uses, hut such a protest went up that 
the temper of the people could not he mis­ 
taken. If any legislation is now attempted 
that might by any book or crook involve 
again the ghost of “ slickens,” or in any 
degree weaken the decisions of the Courts 
declaring that the integrity of the river 
shall he maintained, it will certainly meet 
opposition from central and northern Cali­ 
fornia that cannot he despised. 
Can it be possible that since the Irriga­ 
tion Convention some new alliances have 
been made that possibly involve the in­ 
tegrity of the navigable streams, or that 
may cut from under the feet of the friends 
of the valley in any degree whatever the 
support of the State Courts?

The

involves two great interests—the distribu­ 
tion of water and the reorganization of the 
Judiciary.

Chief Clerk then read the Governor’s 
proclamation calling for an extra session. 
Mr. M cJunkin offered a resolution that 
the Clerk be instructed to inform the Senate 
that the House was organized and ready 
for business. Carried. 
Dr. May offered a resolution that a com­ 
m ittee of three be appointed to transm it 
the sauie inform ation to the Governor. 
Carried, and May, M unday and Jordan ap­ 
pointed as such committee. 
Dr. May announced the death of his col­ 
league, John Latterly, Assem blym an from 
the Thirty-sixth District, San Francisco, 
paying a high tribute to him as a m an of 
geiiiai character, affable on every occa­ 
sion, of his wisdom in council, and loyalty 
to truth. To-day his seat is vacant, his 
desk dressed in the habilim ents of m ourn­ 
ing. 
H e has responded to a higher c u ll; 
gone to the long rest that aw aits the good, 
noble and true. 
H e moved that when the 
Assembly adjourned that they do so to 2 
p. m. on W ednesday, out o f respect to the 
memory of the deceased. Carried. 
A t 12:30 p. m., on m otion of Culver, the 
Assembly adjourned. 


EX TR A -SESSIO N A L NOTES. 


T h e San Francisco Exam iner, in an ap­ 
peal to the local Democracy, declares 
“ W ithout harmony we cannot succeed, 
and success is absolutely essential. 
We do 
not care to discuss the merits of local dif­ 
ferences now, hut we do say if harmony 
and concert of action can he reached in no 
other way, the State Central Committee 
should take the matter in its own hands 
and settle the dispute by ordering the pri­ 
maries to he conducted after its own fash­ 
ion.” 
Yes, Mr. Hearst needs harm ony; 
without it he cannot succeed. 
Please, 
somebody, give him harmony. H e might 
possibly find sympathy, if not harmony, in 
the Sacramento valley, since his cunning 
ruse by which he defeated the effort to aid 
river reclamation. 


E. H . Clough, of the O akland Tribune, 
and M. M cW horter, of the M arysville Dem­ 
ocrat, have desks on the floor of the Assem­ 
bly. 
A num ber of m em bers of both houses 
arrived yesterday after adjournm ent, and it 
is expected that comparatively lew seats 
will be vacant to-day. 
A Senator from a m ining county, in dis­ 
cussing the Senatorial question, was heard 
yesterday to rem ark : 
“ W hat in h— is the 
m atter with H earst? H e suits our people.” 
There being no new set of attaches and 
committee clerks to elect, the opening of 
the present session is shorn of much of the 
bustle and button-holing, doubtless greatiy 
to the relief of members. 
The election of U nited States Senator 
was the all-absorbing topic at the Golden 
Fagle Hotel last evening. 
Even the irriga- 
tionists discussed the question of “ W ho is 
to succeed Uncle George ? ’ 
Senators Filcher and McClure, having 
shorn their beards of luxuriant growth, 
were hardly recognizable to their colleagues 
yesterday. A little tussle with irrigation, 
no doubt, will bring them out again. 
Thom as McConnell says that the pro­ 
posed am endm ents of the irrigatiouists 
won’t wash. Between two monopolies there 
is no choice. 
An interm ediate ground 
m ust be taken and the rights of all pro­ 
tected. 
The representative of one of the far-away 
counties has, since the last session, become 
a resident of this city. 
He is fortunate in 
thus avoiding a long and tedious mid-sum­ 
m er journey to the Capital, while undoubt-i 
edly still entitled to his mileage. 
The sentim ent concerning proposed legis­ 
lation 
seems to lack entire unanimity'. 
“They think they’ve got everything ju st as 
they w ant,” rem arkedjajprom inent m em ­ 
ber of the Senate, just alter adjournm ent, 
‘ but we'll show ’em they're harking up the 
wrong tree.” 
A Fresno farmer, a politician of in­ 
fluence, said last evening that the irriga- 
tionist did not have everything their own 
way as they had fondly led themselves to 
believe ; that the longest pole captures the 
persimm on, and it was not now in the 
hands of the irrigationists. 
The m em bers of the “ T hird House” are 
quite num erous. They throng the corri­ 
dors of the hotels and sm ile blandly alike 
on the irrigationist and the riparianist. As 
one rem arked, ’’ They don’t know exactly 
where they stand. 
It depends upon which 
sack is the easiest comeatable.” 
It has been hinted from legislative quar­ 
ters that, should the Republican members 
insist upon the election of a SenaXor, the 
Democrats m ay go upon a stiike. or “ lock­ 
out,” and by keeping aloof throw upon the 
Republicans the entire responsibility for 
whatever confusion m ay result, or perhaps 
suoceed ia defeating all efforts at an elec­ 
tion. 
Senator Del Valle was first upon his feet 
after Secretary Sm ith had concluded the 
reading of the Governor's proclamation, 
and his m otion to adjourn out of respect 
to the m em ory o f the deceased m em ber 
from Tuolum ue and Calaveras—the late 
Senator Beauvais—seemed to be accepted 
by general consent as the proper thing 
to do. 
It is am using to hear persons who hail 
from localities where for several m ouths 
the mercury’ has not fallen many1 degrees 
below the 100-mark (and is usually above 
it) talk of the heat of Sacramento, while 
their coat-tails are fluttering in brisk south 
breezes and they are enabled, for the first 
tim e this sum m er, to wear linen collars 
w ithout having them wilted down. 
Senator Dennis Spencer, of Napa, arrived 
last evening. 
He says he was not one of 
the members of the Legislature who peti­ 
tioned the Governor to convene the Legis­ 
lature. H e adds that the Governor has no 
right to w ithhold those signatures from the 
members of the press. It is a public docu­ 
ment, and should be open to the inspection 
of everybody who desires to know who 
subscribed their names to it. 
Matters were unusually quiet yesterday 
for the opening day o f' a session of the 
Legislature, although more than two-thirds 
of the m em bers were in the city. The lat­ 
ter dispersed themselves about the hotels 
and public piaces, generally seeking quiet 
nooks where, in sm all groups, they dis­ 
cussed m atters connected with the grave 
work before them . 
It was noticeable that 
the saloons and bars were not crowded 
with thirsty patrons, as is usual upon such 
occasions, which fact tends to show that 
the spluttei'm adeat legislative sessions can 
be credited largely to the arm y of place- 
seekers th at throng at regular sessions. 
Appearances indicate that either the 
Governor's action in calling the session was 
not the result of a long-m atured plan, or 
else that he possesses considerable shrew d­ 
ness, and knows the advantage of keeping np 
appearances. T he desks of member* show 
the lack of that attention usually accorded 
ib sts prior to the opening of " 3 regular 


session (and which it would be useless to 
bestow upon them during a recess). The 
scars of the last session’s hard-fought bat­ 
tles are still unbealc-d, and the splashes of 
dried mucilage and ink stains attest the 
vigor of those long-past engagements, as 
well as the carelessness of the average Cal­ 
ifornia statesm an. 
The Secretary of State 
and his efficient clerks, and Janitor Tormey 
and his loree of assistants are all busy as 
nailers getting things straightened out, "and 
by' the tim e the two houses m eet to-day* 
everything will probably he in working 
order, including the big time-piece in each 
chamber. 
“ How are yon, Senator Cross V" said the 
irresponsible “ Sconchin " as he reached 
his hand out to the Nevada county Senator 
in the Senate Chamber, yesterday. 
“ How do you do, sir?” coldly rem arked 
the Senator. 
"Y o u don’t appear to remember m e,” 
said the San Francisco “striker.” 
“ No, sir ; I never saw you before in my 
life. ' replied the Senator, as he inwardly' 
thought to himself, “ w hat a whopper.” " 
“ Don t you rem em ber seeing m e when 
you visited San Quentin with á legislative 
com m ittee?” 
“ Perhaps I may ; w hat is your nam e?” 
“ Maloney*, sir; Maloney.” " 
" W eli, 1 likely did see you on that occa­ 
sion. 
I saw lots of cons on that visit. 
W hat was you in for?” 
This was too m uch for Sconchin, and he 
indignantly turned upon his heel and left 
th e Senator w ithout asking the latter for 
his influence to assist him to get a position 
with the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


THE HARLAN’ CASE. 


T h e G r e a te s t T elesco p e.—The Inde­ 
pendent Statesman, published at Concord, N. 
H.. thus speaks of the Lick Observatory 
telescope : 
“ So great are the difficulties at­ 
tending the m anufacture and use of great 
telescopes that it is doubtful w hether any 
optician will ever attem pt a larger refract­ 
ing instrum ent than the one now being 
m ade for the Lick Observatory in Califor­ 
nia. T his will have a light gathering power 
forty per cent, greater than that of anv 
other in existence. The object glass will 
be thirty-eight inches in diam eter, and will 
probably cost $50,000, the rough glass discs 
for its two lenses being valued at $14,000. 
These lenses, one of flint and one of crown 
glass, were cast iu Paris, and are now being 
ground by the Clarks of Cambridge. Mass. 
A second crown glass 
lens, 
especially 
adapted for photographic work, is being 
m ade to substitute for the ordinary one 
when required. 
The m onster telescope 
will have a focal length between liftv and 
sixty feet, and will be m ounted in a "dome 
of special and peculiar design.” 


T h a t N u g g e t.—The $7,000 gold-nugget 
which was found in Hayes & Sicelraan's 
drift claim, was exhibited to our citizens at 
A. W. Crowell’s store last Saturday after­ 
noon.

Mrs. Victorine Sill was called and testi­ 
fied to knowing E. L. Craft for fifteen years, 
ami associated with him most ot the time. 
Upon the question being propounded by 
Mr. lla rt as to w hether she met Mr. Craft 
on Saturday, three days before her m arri­ 
age to Mr. Sill, objection was raised, and 
the argum ent consum ed the entire m orn­ 
ing. The prosecution sought to show by 
the question and answer that the witness 
was not in fear of C raft; that if he had 
made the threat against her life testified to 
for the defense, she would not have been 
apt to m ake and keep appointm ents with 
him alone «ltd alter dark, subsequently. 
Just before adjournm ent the Court over­ 
ruled the objection. The witness answered : 
“ I did. 
We were alone.” 
T his afternoon Mrs. Sill was still on the 
stand. 
Argum ent as to the allowance of 
the question as to w hether or not a meet­ 
ing was, by previous arrangem ent, had by 
both sides.’ The Court overruled the objec­ 
tion. 
YVitness answered that she did not 
agree to it, but that she knew Craft would 
be there. The interview lasted twenty-five 
m inutes. 
“ It was dark at that tim e ;

ding: 1 went to Beanter's house oil Jan u ­ 
ary 11th ;

ruled.]

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Court Noten. 
Three criminal cases were disposed of by 
Judge McFarland and juries in Department 
One of the Superior Court yesterday, all 
the defendants being discharged. The first 
was that of A. E. Grenay, accused by E.W . 
Melvin of embezzling $78 while acting as 
his agent for the sale of washimr machines. 
The next case was that of Win. Ahrens, 
held to answer in the Police Court for hav­ 
ing received from Ed.Wise a portion of the 
money he stole when he robbed the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph office a few weeks 
ago. Wise was brought back from State 
Prison to serve as a witness, and he testi­ 
fied that he did not tell Ahrens, nor give 
him to understand, where the money came 
from that he let him have. 
The third case was that of Ah Hung, ac­ 
cused of being a participant in the burglary 
of a freight car, when a number of hams 
were stolen not long since. Ah Soon and 
Ah Mee. who pleaded guilty of being con­ 
nected with the burglary and were sent to 
the State Prison at Folsom, were brought 
down to act as witnesses yesterday, and 
testified on the stand against the defendant, 
and in strict conformity with the state­ 
ments they made to the police shortly after 
being arrested. There was no other evi­ 
dence against him, and it was claimed for 
the defense that Ah Soon and Ah Mee had 
fabricated their testimony out of spite 
against Ah Hung, because of information 
he had given the police concerning them. 
The Court instructed the jury that the evi­ 
dence was not sufficient to convict, and a 
verdict of not guilty was at once rendered. 
Henry A. Caulfield complains that the 
published report of proceedings in the Su­ 
perior Court. Monday, was erroneous in 
that it stated that the case of Philip Herzog 
vs. Henry A. Caulfield was continued on 
motion of the defendant. The published 
proceedings were copied from the records, 
and the Clerk of the Court says they are 
correct and Henry mistaken. 


Baseball Item s. 
Dolan, pitcher of the Nationals, of the 
California Amateur league has come to the 
city on trial with the Altas, as a candidate 
for the occupancy of the box for them. 
Under the rules of the California League 
the clubs have to give the amateurs of the 
league the preference as between them and 
outside players.

Mast, “ the de­ 
mon pitcher,” who pi yed in this city sev­ 
eral years ago with the Amity and other 
clubs, and subsequent y filled an engage­ 
ment successfully with a professional nine 
at Oakland, will arrive here to-morrow. 
He has been running a locomotive out of 
El Paso, but, if he can arrange matters so 
as to get employment here, he will prob­ 
ably be willing to join the local nine. He 
is probably out of practice, hut would soon 
get in again, and, as be is a good general 
player as well as a strong pitcher, lie would 
be an acquisition. 
Manager H untoon has received a com­ 
munication from the Manager of the Los 
Angeles Club—-a joint stock company on a 
sound financial basis, and boasting of a 
nine that is invincible in that section of the 
State—asking what terms can be given 
them for a game with the Altas some time 
next month.

Besides 
this, the Fort Bragg Company has sub­ 
scribed $175,000, or twelve miles of railroad 
right of way. and all the terminal rights 
and privileges necessary.
